Liberty Hell Was 
Cracked In 1846, 
Says New Report 


T h at th e L iberty Bell w as fatally 
cracked and forever 
.silenced 
not 
while tolling for th e obsequies of 
C hief Ju stice M arshall in 1335, as I 
is generally supposed, but on W ash ­ 
ington's birth d ay in 
1846. 
eleven 
years later, is declared in th e h is­ 
tory of the L iberty Bell 
an d 
the 
Pennsylvania county 
liberty 
bills 
contained in th e th irty -se v en th a n - 1 
nual volume of th e proceedings of 
th e Pennsylvania G erm an society 
w hich is being d istrib u ted to the 
membership of th a t organization. 
m e autiior. th e Kev. Dr. John 
B aer Stoudt. of 
A llentown, 
cites 
contem poraneous accounts 
of 
the 
final cracking of th e bell while rin g ­ 
ing out for th e W ashington a n n i­ 
versary. 
T he bell 
had 
previously 
been cracked during th e M arshall 
obsequies, but D octor S to u d t shows 
th ere is reason to believe th e bell 
was rung on o th e r occasions be­ 
tw een 1835 an d 1846. 
It is also declared th a t com m on 
conceptions of th e reading of the 
D eclaration of Independence a t th e 
Philadelphia S tate House an d th e 
ringing of th e boll are erroneous; 
th a t there was no public reading of 
the D eclaration a t th e S ta te House 
eith er by Jo h n H ancock or C harles 
T hom son on July 4. 1776. nor was 
th ere any d em o n stratio n of rejoic­ 
ing by ringing th e bell.
